Many Portuguese came to California last ceT 
tury as whalers, fishermen, farmers and miners, 
the latter coming during the rough and ready gold- 
rush days of '^9.

Besides Magellan, there were many Individual 
Portuguese that took part In the Spanish voyages 
of discovery. One of these was J<^o - R-od r i ques Ca- 
brMho, the discoverer of California and f^rst ex- 
plorer to visit the west coast of what is today 
the United States of America, 

Supplied with two. ships, the San Salvador and^ 
the Victoria, Cabrllho left New Spain on June 27, 
15*2, On .September 28, the ships sailed Into what 
Is now San Diego Bay; five days later they contin- 
ued northward, ultimately fe\achlng as far north as 
Monterey Bay. The expedt/tlon had to stop many 
times to- look for water andVwood, and Indians were 
otten encountered; most of tWm^ere friendly, 
^ The shjps returned south and sfnjfitt the winter 

O'^ San Miguel one of the channel Islands pl^evl- 
ously discovered. Cabrllho died there, Januriry 3, 
15^3, of an Inaction caused by a fall toi-en some, 
time before. His grave site has never been found.
